F. W. G. Haultain, chairmon of Northwest 
executive committee, has returned to Regina 
from Ottawa, where he has been ner in 
arranging for the measure of financial control 
to be assumed hereafter by the Northwest 
executive. Hereafter the money voted annual- 
ly for expenses of government in the North- 
west will be divided into several parts. Cer- 
tain items with which the Dominion govern- 
ment is more directly connected will be voted 
in detail, and the balance of the vote will be in 
bulk and be placed at the disposal of the assem- 
bly. This amount is not fixed. 

Death rate statistics show that of each 1000 
deaths in Canada 507 are of children under 5 
years of age. In the tewn of Hull, Quebec, 
the deaths of children are 705 per 1000 and in 
Montreal 625, and in Quebec 596. The lowest 
rate is in Galt, Ontario, 203 per 1000, in Belle- 
ville it is 222; in Kingston and St. Thomas 242.

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THE LAND OFFICE. 
The position of affairs regarding the 
land office, although not by any means sa- 
tisfaetory, are apparently in a fair way for 


becoming so. Apparently the intention of 


closing the Edmonton office has been aban- 
doned, and 


when Thompson, Ouimet, 
Lougheed and Dayin, and even Dewdney, 
say that they did not and do not intend to 
close it, we are bound to believe them—as 
a matter of courtesy, if nothing mere ; and 
we are bound te believe that in attempting 
to effect a complete removal the agent was 
acting on his own responsibility and unlaw- 
fully prejudicing the public interest ; and 
that therefore the forcible measures taken 
to prevent removal are justified. 

Let it be understood that there is not 
and was not the slightest desire on the part 
of the people of Edmonton to, in any way, 
hinder the giving of the fullest facilities to 
immigrants by the establishment of a land 
office onthe South Side or anywhere else 
that may please the interior department ; 
but they have the very gravest objections o 
the closing, or in any way withdrawing 
from the facilities’ of, the land office that 
has done more business within the past 
year and a-half than any land office in the 
Territories—or probably than all others 
together-—and which is most convenicntly 
situated to do the land business of the Ed- 
monton district. 

As matters stand at present, although the 
town office has been open since Thursday 
morning, there has been considerable diffi- 
culty, delay and dissatisfaction inthe trans- 
action of business, People have been com- 
pelled to wait for their entries until the 
necessary books could be brought back 
from the South Side, although in no case 
have they been refused entry. The same 
has been the case on the South Side. If 
the lands department desires to facilitate 
entries by immigrants on both sides, it will 
be necessary for them to organize some sys- 
tem different from the present. The fact 
that the double office is being run without 
any convenient system seems to call loudly 
for the presence of the inspector of agencies 
Who made such a flying visit week before 
last. Mr. Gordon gave the order which 
caused the trouble, it is now in over for 
him to amend his onder and ayoid further 
trouble for himself as well as for the agent 
and the department, A grave error has been 
committed by someone.
